Magone was an unknown country | 
lawyer at the time Tilden brought bim for- 
ward to make him President of the Canal Com- 
mission when ah effort was being made to 
break up the canal ring. In 1809 Magone was 
nominated for State Senator, but was 
defeated by Amasa X. Parker. After- 
wards he was made Chairman of. the 

Democrayic State Central Committee, in 

which capacity he served two years. It is 

generally believed that Magone’s appointment . 

is largely due to Acting-Secretary Fairchild, 

who, however, disclaims baving had anything 
to do with it. Fairchild and Magooe are very 
good friends, owing, it is said, to a coincidence 
in their political lives. In 1878 Gov. Robinson 
nominated Fairchild as Superiutendent ot Pub- 
lic Works in New York. The Republican State 

Senate rejected him as an offensive partisan. 

Magone was then nominated and was also re- 

jected for similar reasons. It is under- 

stood that Mr. Fairchild suggested Ma- 
gone for the position while the Presi- 
dent was in New York attending Mr. 

Tilden's funeral and that the office was then

Daniel Magone is particularly well known bere, 
baving lived in this city all bis life. He was 
bora here of parents direct from Ireiand and 
is 56 years old. His early education was re- 
ceived in the common schools and Ogdensburg 
Academy. About 1850 be began the study of 
law in the office of the late Jude James. In 
1853 be was admitted to the bar. He rose in 
bis profession and for several years has stood 
at the front among members of the bar in bis 
native county. Mr. Magone was made a mem- 
ber of the Canal Commission in 1875 by Samuel 
J. Tiden. In 1875-76 he was Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. At the St. Louis 
convention in 1876, when Mr. Tilden was nom- 
inated, Mr. Magone was a delegate. He was 
also a delegate to the Chicago Convention that 
nominated Cleveland. A man who knows all 
the circumstances said today: 

Magone was a very active supporter of Cleve- 
land, and his appointment is a payment of the 
political debt thus incurred by Cleveland, pre- 
cisely as Cleveland’s appointment of Hubert O.

THE OLEOMARGARINE MAKERS, 


They Hold a Conference with Collector 
Stone as to the Working of the New 
Law. 

Collector of Internal Revenue Stone had a 
conference with the oleomargarine makers 
yesterday atternoon about the new law requir- 
ing them to take out a license and to pay two 
cents a pound on their product. There were 
present representatives of Armour & Oo., 
Stearn & Davis, Roos, Henshaw & Co., Garden 
City Day Company, Hickson & Freedman, 
Braun & Fitts; Wm. J. Moxiey, and Swift & 
Co. Besides these eight there are six other 
manufacturers in Chicago—J. J. Murray & Co., 
A. E. Morley, Geo. W. Clark & Co., C. H. Robi- 
son & Ca., Fairbank Canning Company, and 
Hester & Co. At the outset they were full 
of criticisms and somewhat bitter against 
the law, believing that ite enforcement re- 
quired too much machinery, and that their 
business would be injured, But the law was 
taken up section by section and explained by 
the Collector, and the conclusion reached that 
it was not so bad after all. One objection, 
however, was adhered to—that to the provision 
requiring a retail dealer to pay $48 a year. 
The regulations regarding packages and the 
cancellation of sramps are similar to those re- 
lating to tobacco, and the Collector used a to- 
bacco-pail in imparting instruction on these 
points. The stuff, it seems, is put up in pack- 
ages of from ten to sixty pounds, and, in win- 
ter, in barrels of 200 pounds. Stamps must be 
attached to every package and cancelled with 
a red-hot iron. : 

The Collector was asked if oleomargarine 
could be put in stone jars, and said he would 
ask the department. Other inquiries were 
made, and be requested that they be put in 
writing, and also that he be furnished with the 
capacity and yearly output of each itactorys. 
The makers, who have an organization, will 
meet today for the pu e of getting the in- 
formation and complying with tne request of 
the Collector. One point decided yesterday 
was that all stock on hand Nov. I, when the 
law goes into effect, must be stamped. The 
object of the conference was to facilitate the

time came the men, women, and childfen of 
the neighborhood. Of all who had assembled 
not one cou.d recognize the dead woman, and 
all were confident they had never before seen 
ber. It is certain that she did not live in that 
immediate portion of the city nor in the ad- 
joining bamiets. The Coroner and North-Ave- 
nue Police Stason were notified and the patrol- 
wagon from the latter shortly arriving the 
body was removed to the morgue, where an 
inquest will be held on it this mornimg. The 
position and condition of the body, as well us 
ber cries heard in neighboring houses, proved 
that she had struggled to defend herself, 
but the struggle was apparentiy not 
a very violent one, for the ground 
surrounding place where she 
lay showed little signs of it. Her murderers 
doubtless soon ended her efforts to strongly 
resist by firing two sbots into her body, either 
one of which would prove fatal. The short 
grass around the spot when she was found was 
reddened with her blood and was trampled, 
but that was all, and after the rain which oc- 
curred in the early afternoon not a trace re- 
mained of the blood. Her clothing was some- 
what disarranged, but pot rent nor in a condi- 
tion which would positively indicate that she 
had died in defense of her honor. Nothing 
was found on her to indicate who she was or 
where she lived, but the minute description of 
her person and clothing given below ought to 
make her quickly known to her friends 
and acquaintances; and it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that ere the inquest is concluded this 
morning she will be identified, if she was a 
resident of this city or neighborhood. 

The mystery of the murder and the curi- 
osity incident to it are intensified by connect- 
ing circumstances. It may be stated, without 
much exaggeration, that the crime was com- 
mitted in the presence of scores of persons, 
and yet all were ignorant ot it. A thorough 
inquiry yesterday pursued by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter setties the fact that the murder was 
committed between 9:30 and 10 o'clock 
Monday night. This is established by 
the testimony of the many who 
beard .the shots fired and who listened 
to the appealing cries of tue woman. 
From the spot where the body was found to 
the residence of Mrs. Andrew Herman, near 
the intersection of Forfleth street and North 
avenue, 18 scarcely 200 feet. Sue distinctly 
heard three sbots fired, and went to the back 
to learn the cause. Mrs Schubert, living next 
door, beard four shots, and also Fepeated cries, 
which sounded to her like the words: O, don’t 
do it, papa: O, papa, stop; I'm dymg.“ Her 
husband also beard the cries and the firing. 
Some distance further within the city 
limits Mrs. McCarron heard the shots, but no 
cries. At the distance ot several blocks from 
the scene of the murder Mrs. Eliza Fenn of 
Jefferson and her daughter while iu the 
back yard heard four shota, and Mrs. 
Fenn saw the flash of two of them. She 
did not dare to go outside the gate, tor ber 
husband was absent, and the locality at night, 
occasionally, is not the most orderly. She 
felt, however, that a crime was being commit- 
ted, and so toid ber son the next morning. 
Several others say they also beard the firing 
and the cries. Now, why did no one try to in- 
vestigate their cause at the time? The best 
reason doubtless is that those who heard them 
were afraid to go out ot doors; but most of 
them say that they had no idea a crime was 
being committed. Some thought the shots 
were fired in sport. or in drunken frolic, and 
others mistook the cries for the noise of some 
animal. No one but Mrs. Fenn connected the 
shooting with murder, and rather natural- 
ly #0, too, not ly on account of 
the earliness of hour, but of 
the location. The prairie, aithough stretching 


‘for a mile or more northward and westward, 


is dotted all over with houses, and on its edge 
are two towns and the depots of Pacifie Junc- 
tion and Hermosa, on the Chicago & Milwau- 
kee Road, Mrs. Schubert says she is confident 
that she heard the noises and appeals of the 
murdered woman for nearly half an hour after 
the shots were fired, and strange though this 
may appear it is confirmed by Mrs. McCarron, 
who says a man in dark clothes and 
a slouch bat came across the prairie 
from the direction of tue place of murder 
passed closely south of her bouse and around 
the barn in ite rear, where ne disappeared. 
This barn is close to the railroad track. No- 
body else, so far as could be ascertained, is 
sure of having seen anybody comimg from the 
prairie, but a Mrs. Wilbel Sonmidt, living 
just inside the f the railroad track, saw 
two men anda woman walk from the track 
towards the prairie, and after listening to 
cross words between them heard the woman 
fall and upbraid the men.

seen her before. Capt. haway, Lieut.

Capt. Hathaway had a note-book containing 
some addresses, which was found near the 
body, and he jealousiy guarded it and held a 
whispered consultation with Lieut.

GEN, W. H. PARSONS. 


An Interesting Chat with the Brother of A. 
R., One of the Defendants. 
Gen. William Henry Parsons, a brother of 
the defendant A. R. Parsons, was in court the 
greater part of yesterday 
and the day before, bay- 
ing come here from the 
East to be near his brother 
in this perilous bour. The 
General. is at present in 
the service of the Treas- 
Fury Department, with 
~cheadquarters at Washing- 
ion. He lives with his 
family at Norfolk. Va. In 
an interview with a Tats- 
UNE reporter he expiain- 
ed his position in the 
present trial as follows: 
“T am an elder brother of the defendant. He 
came to me as an orphan boy and-I partially 
raised him, and, therefore, know his character, 
morally and intellectually. He learned the 
printing trade in the office ot the Galveston 
News, Texas. I bave uad no intercourse with 
him, personally or Otherwise, since 1871. I 
have scarcely kept up with his public record, 
except that I knew he was editor of a paper 
in the City of Chicago known as | 
Alarm, and that it was a Socialistic paper. I 
knew nothimg of the tenets. I never read the 
paper, I never got it. Personally I have never 
investigated Socialism, never have studied the 
subject, do not understand it. As popularly 
understood myself and family in conversing 
upon the subject have repudiated it as a polit- 
ical heresy. But it i¢ not true, as charged by 
the press of New York and published in the 
New York World by Mr. Howard, Juty 25, ina 
very lengthy account of this trial, that the 
Parsons family bad repudiated and disowned 
him personally.

„ Durmg the twelfth Legisleture of the State 
ot Texas he was elected Assistant Secretary of 
the Senate, of which, during the years 1509, 
70. and 71, Gen. Parsons was a member. He 
made himself conspicuous at that time in bis 
very sincere efforts in favor of re 
construction, which at the time made 
him unpopular with those who 
were opposed to reconstruction and very 
popular with those who were in favor of it. 
This may explain the animus of the attacks 
made upon him from Texas. They were eu- 
tireiy based upon political prejudices. He was 
practically a political exile. He had either to 


fight every day or leave, and that is the reason 


why he came to Chicago.” 

Capt. Black called the attention of the re- 
porter to the fact that Gen. Parsons was the 
first and only man whofver undertook an at- 
tack with impunity upon a fleet of gunboats. 
Gea, Parsons was requested to give an account 
of this occurrence, and said: Admiral Por- 
ter’s report of the Lane’s Landing fight on Red 
River states that the gunboat fleet was at 
tacked by 2,000 dismounted cavalry under my 
personal command, and that the fight lasted 
for two hours. Porter stated it had no paral- 
lel in modern wartare. 80 desperate was the 
onslaught that he was convinced that the Con- 
federates were mfuriated with Louisiana rum, 
as their officer again and again led them on to 
the banks of the Red Hiver. That it was un- 
precedented that 2,000 men with rifles should 
attack the froncilad fleet. It was after the 
battles of Mansfield and Pieasant Hills, when. 
Banks’ army and fleet were in full retreat. I 
held the advance with my brigade of cavalry 
during the twenty-eight days of their gradual 
withdrawal of the army from the valley. in 
which the fighting waa incessant with artillery 
and rifles throughout every hour of the day 
and night. I wasincommand of the left at 
the battie of Yellow Springs, the last engage- 
ment with Banks’ rear corps of Western troops 
under A. J. Smith, in whieh Parsons’ regiment 
of 280 men at that time lost eighty-five. This 
was the last field engagement on the west 
bank of the Mississippi, closing the invasion 
of the West. I commanded the outposts of 
the trans-Mississippl army on the western 
bank of the River Arkansas and Red River 
throughout the entire War. The brigade bore 
my name. They were veteran and Texas 
cavalry troops, and participated in forty- 
eight engagements and cavalry affairs.

The Importance of the Trial. 

ONO CAdO, Aug. 7.—I Editor of The Tribune.] 
it is astonishing how many veopie in the 
City of Chioago take little or no interest in the 
Anarchists’ case now in progress in the Crim- 
inal Court. Any one coming much in contact 
with the general public cannot but wonder at 
this peculiar phase of “Americanism,” as it 
may be called. The first few days or weeks 
after the massacre every one seemed to be 
wrought up to the highest piteh of interested- 
ness, but in a short time the novelty of this 


particular kina of outrage wore off and seemed 
to give place to a general disinterestednees 


and desire for something new, and by tbis 


time comparatively few attach any more im- 
portance to the matter than they would to an 
average political ward fight, and less than they 
would to an ordinary sensational murder case, 
while in fact only a small fraction of all the 
treasonable conspiring done by this biood- 
thirsty crowd bas been uncovered. The secret 
organization of: this revolutionary band is 
more complete than the organization of the 
Invineibles or their kind ever were, and 
their numbers far greater than is gener- 
aily accepted. They differ chiefly from 
the Invincibles in that their members are 
not 80 ready to turn informers, ‘but 
will rather perjure themselves a hundred 
times, and some even are fanatic enough to 
sacrifice themselves to save the necks of their 
confederates. As am illustration 1 will cite the 
case of a vertain young Austrian (with a cou- 
pie ot honorabie” scars in bis face), who for 
a number of years was cierking in a weil- 
known commercial establishment on Glark 
street, and whom the bundreds of people com- 
ing in contact with him daily would never 
suspicion possessed of such fanatical designs, 
spent the bulk of his weekly stipend in shoot- 
ing-galleries for the purpose of improving his 
aim for revolutionary “*sharpshooting.”’ This 
same party volunteered for the good of the 
cause the evening of the opening of the new 
Board of Trade to secure an entranee to the 
same and blow the building and ail within, 
bimeelf included, into eternity.

A Chat with Patsey Duffy, the Jockey. 

Patsey Duffy, the noted California jockey, 
who has until recentiy been the first jockey 
of the Haggin stable, arrived here 
last night from New York. He is 
on his ‘way to California and does 
not expect to ride any more this season. He 
Saw the race between Volante and Ben Ali, for 
te Champion Stakes, at Long Branch, In 
don versauon with a TRIBUNE reporter he said: 
“It was a poor race. Ben Ali was 
Whenever he is good none of the old borses 
can carry 118 pounds to his 105. He can

track. I thought he had a sure thing 
on the race when the track got muddy. He 
won all of his races in California this spring in 
the mud, and I thought he was the best mud 
borse l ever saw. I thought he was all 
but when I think of the way he won in the 
mud in California and the way be ran with 123 
pounds up at St. Louis, and then look at the 
way be ran last Saturday I know be could not 
bave been right. 

“The fellow that is right, though, is that 
fellow Tremont. He is the greatest colt I ever 
saw. Whenever be runs an eighth of a mile 
the race is over. He finishes in what appears 
to be a big gailop, but there is speed in it and 
be is running tast, although he don’t look it, 
and comes along pricking bis ears up as if he 
was not doing anything. He can beat all the 
2-year-olds with ease, and can carry 
110 pounds and beat every 3-vear-old or aged 
horse in the country with the same weight up, 
any distance up to a mile. He is the best 
looking colt I ever saw—a great, stout fellow 
about fifteen two. As a 33-year-old he will 
probably be sixteen hands. people say 
the Dwyers are lucky, but I think they 
are smart men. They are good judges of 
horses, are continually looking out for good 
ones, and pay liberaliy to get them, and after 
they get them they manage them better than 
almost any ody eise.

The Report of the Department of Agricult- 
ure Shows a Decrease in the Condition of 
Wheat and Corn—The Latter Damaged 14 
Per Cent—Continuanée of the Drouth. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—The spring- 

wheat returns of the Department of Agricuit- 

ure for Aug. lshow an improvement im the 
condition in lowa, a small decline in Wiscon- 
sin and Nebraska, and a beavy reduction in 

Dakota. The causes of deterioration ar drouth 

and chinch-bugs. 

The general average of condition is reduced 
from 822 to 80. At the time of harvest last 
year the average was 86. The present average 
is 97 for lowa, instead of 90 last month. Ia 
Minnesota there is an increase from 78 to 80. 
The recuction in Wisconsin is from 75 to 72, in 
ey Bsa from 83 to 82, and in Dakota from 85 
to 

There has been a heavy decline in the con- 
dition of corn since the Ist of July. The 
average, which was then 95, is reduced to 81. 
The heaviest decline is in Illinois, Wisconsin, 
and the States west of the Mississippi. In the 
Eastern and Middle States the condition is weil 
maintained. 

The average of spring rye is 88. There has 
been no material decline in oats, the average 
being 87. Bariey bas maintained its condition 
and nearly an average cropis assured. The 
condition of buckwheat averages 94, of tobac- 
co 8x, of potatoes 88. 

Our agent in London cables today that the 
European harvest will be 10 per cent less than 
last year; France below 100,000,000 hectojitres; 
Italy, 51; Engiand, 10 per cent reduction in

The cotton crop has suffered from wet 
weather in all the States east of the Mississip- 
pi, and in Louisiana.

City Aug. 18, and that the General Passenger 
Agents have been invited to attend, Assistant 
Commissioner George H. Daniels, in a circular 
just issued, urges that no action be taken in 
reference to the $5 rate to Boston and return, 
named in the resolution adopted at the meet- 
ing at Niagara Falls last week. Mr. Dniels is 
informed by Commissioper Blauchard that this 
question will be submitted to the managers at 
the New York meeting, with the hope that it 
may be amicably adjusted, and, in order to 
prevent any further complication, therefore 
hopes that none of tne roads will permit any 
quotation of the rate under the au- 
thority of the resolution referred to. 
In this connection Mr. Danieis states 
that Mr. Blanchard bas suggested that if Mr. 
Wiison could attend the meeting in New York 
Aug. 18 it might enable the meeting to take up 
the questions to be arbitrated and to cancel 
the meeting called for Aug. 25. Arbitrator 
Wilson bas informed Mr. Daniels that 
he knows of nothing at present 
to prevent his attendmg the New 
York meeting, and unless something arises 
which will prevent his being there he will be 
present. The roads are also requested to have 
arguments for the differential rate matter 
ready to submit to the New York meeting. 

The conclusion has been arrived at that a 
mistake was made by the Niagara Falls meet- 
ing in authorizing roads to make a rate of $5 
to Boston and return from association points 
on the occasion of the Odd-Fellows’ conven- 
tion in Boston next Octoper.

At the meeting of the Chicago Committee of 
the Central Traffic Association held in this city 
last week Commissioner Bianchard submitted 
a letter from Mr. Stone, the Secretary of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, requesting action 
upon the abrogation of the charge of $2 for 
ewitching cars to elevators. After discussion 
it was resolved that upon beimg satisfied of the 
compliance by the Chicago Western roads and 
Chicago elevators with all the conditions sneci- 
fied in the letter of Commissioner Blanchard 
to Cotnmissioner C. Mu. Wicker of the Chicago 
Freigbt Bureau, dated April 14, 1886, the charge 
of $2 per car therein referred to sball be abro- 
gated by circular order of Commissioner 
Blanchard. 

There is no longer any good reason why the 
Eastern roads should not at once abrogate 
the switching charge of $2 per car from 
elevators.

The Switching of Cars in the Stock- Tard 
District. 

Thomas Tustin, Freight Agent for the III 
nois Central Railroad, presided over a meeting 
of the superintendents and local freight agents 
of the lines centering in Chicago, heid at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday afternoon. The ob- 
ject of the session was to consider the advisa- 
bility of forming a contract with the Union 
Stock-Yards & Transit Company for doing all 
the switching of cars in the Stock- 
Yards district. A lone discussion 
followed, and the plan is to 
allow the Transit Company to do all the 
shipping orswitching of cars in order to fa- 
eilitate matters and do the work that all the 
roads individually have done in the past. The 
company will erect at once a large main office 
at the yards, near Forty-second street, where 
a superintendent and subordinates will con- 
duct the business. Telegrapb operators will 
be employed and wires will connect with each 
road, so that due notice of the arrival and 
departure of cars may be given the Superin- 
tendent from the respective offices of the roads. 
The rate for moving or switchmg each car as 
proposed by the Union Stock-Yards & Transit 
Company is $1.75, but that was not decided 
upon. The project was only generally dis- 
cussed and they adjourned to arrange minor 
details till Thursday evening at the Methodist 
Episcopal Churtb Biock, in the local agents 
association rooms. All the roads were repre- 
sented and all looked upon the project with 
favor. 


The Northwestern’s Pacific Coast Terminus. 

M. J. I. Blair and Perry E. Pine, directors of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Railway, are now 
in Oregon with Col. Hogg. President of the 
Oregon Pacific Railway.

The holders of the senior securities are 
quite anxious to know where the money has 


gone. Below you will find a comparative 
Statement of the earnings of a number of 
roads, indiscriminately selected, of about the 
same mileage—earnings fora year. Without 
much effort one can see that it is a strange 
anomaly why it costs so much to work this 
division:

Or put 
it another way: While it costs the Wabash 
more than $5,000 to earn $6,000 the North- 
western, with less than $4,000, reports $6,800 
of earnings.

THE EVIDENCE ALL IN. 

‘The counsel for the defense in the An- 
archists’. trial “‘rested” yesterday morning, 
somewhat unexpectedly. The State only 
spent a few hours in rebuttal, ‘The case will 
probably be given to the jury Friday or Satur- 
day. The prosecution has made it an almost 
impregnable one. ‘The defense failed to pro- 
duce any testimony which materially affects | 
the credibility of any of the witnesses for the 
State except Gilmer, but the prosecution yes- 
terday produced a host of good men to show 
that he is truthful and reliable. They proved 
that he was a veteran soldier and a member 
in good standing of a local artillery com- 
pany. Anex-Governor of Iowa, an ex Judge 
of the Supreme Court of that State, the 
Cierk ot the United States Court of the Iowa 
District, and several well-known Chicagoans 
testified that they would believe him. But 
even if Gilmer’s story is rejected altogether 
there is still a complete case against the 
Anarchists. 

That there was a conspiracy to attack the 
police the night of the 4th of May should 
they interfere with the haymarket meeting 
is established by the testimony of the con- 
spirators themselves. The connection de- 
tween Linge and all the other prisoners ex- 
cept Neebe, perhaps, has been fully proved. 
The evidence of the conspiracy of murder, 
therefore, is complete, and the counsel for 
the defense have not made any effort to con- 
tradict or impeach it. Notwithstanding 
Spies’ damaging testimony as to Fischer's 
and Rau’s guilty knowledge of the meaning 
oft Ruhe,“ the defendants’ counsel did not 
put either on the witness stand. 

No attempt has been made to disprove that 
Spies, Fielden, Parsons, Schwab, and Engel 
spoke and wrote in advocacy of the gospel of 
murder and massacre for years in. this city. 
Spies’ connection with the arch-Anarchist 
Most has been established by Most’s letter. 


The testimony for the defense is tainted by 


the fact that most of the witnesses put on 
the stand in behalf of the prisoners con- 
fessed themselves -Socialists or Anarchists, 
members of groups and armed sections, and 
personal friends and relatives of the prison- 
ers) With hardly an exteption they broke 
down completely on cross-examination, con- 
tradicted themselves and one another, and 
left the stand abashed and discredited. 
It seems utterly impossible, with the over- 


| whelming and unshaken testimony against 


the prisoners, proving that they advised mur- 
der, and that the murder was committed in 
accordance with their advice, that the jury 
can do otherwise than find at least seven of 
the prisoners guilty as charged in the indiect- 
ment. The prosecuting attorneys have man- 
aged their case superbly. The counsel for 
the defendants have done their best for their 
clients, but it looks now as if their efforts 
will not prove successful. 


MR. HITT’S TIMELY, EFFECTIVE SPEECH. 
. Decidedly the most effective speech made 
in Congress for many years was that of Con- 
gressman Hitt on the resolutions in the Cut- 
ting case. The fact that the House refused 
to consider the resolutions drawn by the 
Secretary of State and unanimously approved 
by the Committee on Foreign Affairs was due 
solely to Mr. Hitt’s exhaustive and convinc- 
ing ten-minute speech, and it is not too much 
to say that the House was on the brink of a 
grave blunder, from which it was saved by 
the timely exertions of the IIIinols Congress- 
man. In performing this important service 
Mr. Hitt cast aside all considerations of fool- 
ish consistency and unhesitatingly withdrew 
the approval he had given the Bayard reso- 
lutions less than twenty-four hours before 
when acting on the representations made by 
the Secretary of State to the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, In common with the other mem- 
bers of the committee Mr. Hitt had accepted 
Bayard’s statement of the facts as correct, 
and did notexamine the correspondence, 
which was not yet in type; but the next 
morning he read it carefully and with sur- 
prise to find that he had been wholly mis- 
led by Bayard’s unfounded and unauthorized 
assertions. Mr. Hitt found that the Mexican 
authorities were acting courteously, judi- 
ciously, and with every appearance of right 
on their side; and, therefore, that the adop- 
tion of the Bayard resolutions would be an 
unfortunate blunder. Explaining how he 
had been misled, Mr. Hitt cited the facts ap- 
pearing on the face of the correspondence, 
and demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
the House that it would be unsafe 
to base any action on Bayard’s 
perverted and misleading statement. 
Previous to Mr. Hitt’s speech and the pub- 
lication of the correspondence few, if any, 
persons outside of official circles knew defi- 
nitly the stand taken by the Mexican author- 
ities in their letters to Minister Jackson, but 
it was supposed that Bayard btated the sub- 
stance of the communications fairly in his re- 
port to the President and in the resolutions 


he presented to the House Committee. Mr. 


Hitt went back to the correspondence itself 
and made a clear-cut, comprehensive state- 
ment which put the Cutting affair on a new 
footing and furnished the public as well as 
Congress authoritative information as to the 
position taken by Mexico. Mr. Hitt’s speech 
was creditable to his ability, candor, and 
fairness. 


MISREPRESENTATION IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. Matthew Arnold's recent letter to the 
London Times is a fair illustration of one 
of the sources whence British ignorance of 
popular sentiment in this country is de- 
rived. Mr. Arnold writes: ‘The main 
„ motive Americans have for sympathy 
with Mr. Gladstone is the tempta- 
“tion to please the Irish.“ Mr. Ar- 
nold has been .in the United States on 
two occasions, during which he has delivered 
some entertaining lectures and been himself 
entertained by fashionable people. These 
people have been the sources of Mr. Arnold's 
ignorance of popular sentiment here con- 
cerning Mr. Gladstone. But there is an- 
other source of English’ misinformation on 
the same subject which is less pardonable, 
as being involved in opinions on English 
polities expressed by the United States 
Minister in London. Our Ministers abroad 


occupying purely representative positions 


have no justification in expressing toadying 
opinions of British affairs; but it is a fault 
into which they are constantly. falling, es- 
pecially in London, either by reason of their 
aristocratic tendencies at home or their snob- 
bish desire to be popular and affiliate with 
the reigning classes in England. The dispo-

Gen. Schenck was eminent as a lawyer, 
although not altogether a fortunate appoint- 
ment; Mr. Welch was not conspicuous for 
anything in particular, and not one of the 
four was a true representative of average 
American sentiment. The present Minister 
is coming into prominence on account of any- 
thing but commendable qualities. He had 
not been in London very long before 
he began to talk about American sympa- 
thy with Ireland being confined to the poli- 
ticlans and the lower classes” in his 
own country ; and from that time to this he 
has continued in the same strain. Now it is 
reported that he expressed the opinion to the 
French Ambassador, the other day, that 
coercion was the only solution of the Irish 
problem. In that opinion, however, he has 
gone so far that he represents no American 
but himself, and yet the opinion is accepted 
to a certain extent in England. Obviously 
the History of the United States is the best 
reference work for persons who wish to 
learn about American sympathy with Ire- 
land. 

Some time ago Mr. Henry Watterson wrote 
from London that Mr. Phelps was not at- 
tending to his duties, not the least of which 
is the preservation of an impartial bearing 
towards all questions of internal British 
politics. Mr. Phelps is too garrulous; he 
should paste the legend Silence is golden” 
in his hat. 


A MARINE JOURNALIST. 

Mr. William C. Whitney has finally de- 
veloped into a free and easy, frank and out- 
spoken, jolly Jack Tar, with a knowledge of 
matters nautical hardly exceeded by that of 
our familiar friend Sir Joseph Porter, K. C.

afternoon receptions at his house in Wash- 
ington, when a prominent army officer arose 
on behalf of the hostess and requested a

Mer,“ a waltz composed by the accom- 


“ plished leader of the band, and dedicated 
„to the wife of the Secretary of the Navy.” 
At that time the Secretary’s reputation as a 


nautical man was based solely upon a 


*“ wrecking operation involving the financial 
scuttling of an American shipbuilder who 
chanced to be a Kepublican in politics and 
who had produced what the Secretary 
was contented to describe as a struet- 
urally weak” vessel. This definition 


of the Dolphin was accepted as ample 


evidence that Mr. Whitney was a man who 
knew a great deal about ships, and a Secre- 
tary who was devoting his best personal, not 


to say political, attention to that one in par- | 


ticular. Later on, after the incidental knock- 
ing out of the shipbuilder mentioned, the 
country’s confidence in the Secretary was 
somewhat shaken by his aceeptance of the 
“ structurally weak craft, which has since 
proved to be ‘“‘seaworthy”; but last Friday 
evening in New York he completely retrieved 
that confidence when he announced,. with 
Bunsbian philosophy, that the only trouble 
with the Atlanta on her trial trip that day 
was caused by a ‘‘hot journal—a thing 
“likely to happen to all new machinery.” 
This announcement goes to prove the truth 
of the report that the Secretary has been as- 
siduously studying the principles of naval 
archit®ture, armament, and warfare for 
the last year, and partly accounts for 
the abstracted and absent-minded demeanor 
for a long time past so noticeable about him 
in the street. It is conclusive proof that he 
now knows the difference between a daily 
newspaper and the intricacies of the socket 
joints of new machinery,” and it affords a 
wholesome example of how rapid intellectual 
development may be made when the student’s 
mental vision is cleared by the removal of 
distracting and objectionable objects like, for 
instance, Republican American shipbuilders. 
Of course, there is no royal road to learning, 
and tuition in technical science is always 
more or less expensive. Mr. Whitney has 
had a great deal of hard study to go through, 
and Mr. John Roach has had considerable 
cost of tuition to pay on account of it, but he 


j ought to be proud that the closing event of 


his long career has been signalized in the de- 


- yelopment of so nautical and valuable a suc- 


eessor as Mr. Whitney. 


A PROBABLE TREASURY DEFICIT. 

Owing to the fact that the appropriations 
made at the last session are $54,000,000 
greater than the expenditures for the pre- 
vious year, there is every indication that the 
Treasury will have a deficit instead of a sur- 
plus in 1887. The Democrats cannot claim 
that the Republicans in Congress allowed 
this heavy increase of appropriations to be 
made without raising a warning voice, for 
over two months ago Congressman’ Hiscock, 
in a speech elaborately reviewing the esti- 
mates of the Democratic Administration and 
the recommendations of the Houss commit- 
tees, demonstrated that unless a check was 
applied the expenditures would greatly ex- 
ceed those of the previous year and outrun 
the revenues. No attention was paid to this 
remonstrance except to deny that it was well 
based, but in the closing hours of the session, 
after the appropriation bills were all passed, 
Congressman Cannon of this State took the 
matter up again and asked the Democratic 
House to face the fact that the total appro- 
priations for the ensuing year are $54,000,000 
greater than the expenditures for 1886, which 
were made on the basis of estimates fur- 
nished by Arthur’s Administration. 

In round numbers the expenditures for the 
last fiscal year are $329,000,000, while the ap- 
propriations just made amount to $383,000,- 
000, and the estimated revenues for 1887 are 
placed at $362,000,000, The truth is, how- 


ever, that the estimate made by the Secreta- 


ry of the Treasury was largely below the 
mark, and the revenues for the ensuing year 
will probably reach 8380, 000, 000, but even 
then there will bea deficit. Pvidently the 
Democratic Administration will not long be 
troubled with the problem of a grewing sur- 
plus, but at the end of twelve months will 
show the country a positive deficit,in the 
Treasury, owing to the prodigious increase 
of $54,000,000 in the annual expenditures. 
This great increase was brought about mainly 
by swelling the amounts called for by the Pen- 
sion, Deficiency, and River and Harbor bills; 
and while considerable reductions were ef- 
fected in some of the other bills, the grand 
total for the session is $383,000,000, as 
against an expenditure of $329,000,000 dur- 
ing the previous year. Referring to the in- 
crease of $54,000,000, Mr. Cannon pointedly 
asked the Democratic House what might be 
expected next year if it could secure a fur- 
ther lease of power and feel itself firmly 
seated in the saddle.

Republicans are not without a share of re- 
sponsibility for the lavish appropriations for 
1887, but still the bills swelling the expendi 
tures $54,000,000-and pointing te an early def- 
icit in the Treasury all passed a Democratic 
Tiouse and were approved by a Democratic 
President. It was a wasteful, extravagant 
Congress, and the time for an eae 
with its members will soon be at hand. 


THE WRANGLES OF LABOR. 

A condition of things which: ought to sat 
isfy the most rabid Anarchist seems to exist 
among the labor organizations of New York 
City; growing out of the attempt of the 
Knights of Labor to capture and dominate 
the labor societies known as the International 
Union and Progressive Union and the Union 
Cigar Manufacturers’ Association. The Cigar- 
makers’ Progressive Union seems to be the 
immediate object of the animosity of the 
Knights of Labor. After acquiring a foot- 
hold in each of the cigar unions and obtain- 


ing control of about thirty shops, they not 


only demanded the dissolution of the unions 
but absolute obedience to their orders. They 
were aided in their efforts by the divisions 
but 
when the order of dissolution was issued the 
latter made determined resistance. There- 
upon the Knights of Labor entered into a 
compact with the manufacturers to compel 
their men to join them on pain of dismissal, 
the Knights agreeing to fill their places with 
non-union men! ‘The result of this compact 
was the withdrawal of a large number of 
Progressive Unionists from the Knights of 
Labor and a temporary truce between the 
warring cigar unions tor the purpose of re- 
sisting a common enemy, who was seeking to 
rule or ruin them, Meanwhile all the 
trades unions have taken alarm at the 
wholesale attempt of the Knights to control 
the labor market. How the Central Labor 
Union resisted the organized efforts of the 
Knights to run the meeting that was held 
Sunday last has already been told in the col- 
umns of Tar Trisune. Wordy arguments 
and heated discussions soon led to a free 
fight between the factions, and many Central 
Labor and Knights of Labor heads were 
punched, Had it not been for the presence 
of some of the police, who managed to 
smuggle themselves into the hall, the mé@lée 
might have been attended with disastrous 
consequences. 

There are many morals to this story which 
workingmen might study with profit if they 
were so disposed. They mifht realize, first. 
that the leaders of trades unions, which are 
primarily formed for mutual benefit, have 
little care for the real interests of working- 
men, as witness the disgraceful squabbling 
of the cigar unions themselves; second, that 
there is no more insincere and inconsistent 
organization than the Knights of Labor, 
which, professing to have the good of labor- 
ingmen and the amelioration of their condi- 
tion at heart, deliberately makes a compact 
with manufacturers to throw union men out 
of employment and fill their places with non- 
union men; and, third, that the alleged des- 
potism of capital is insignificant and harmless 
as compared with the despotism of Mr. Pow- 
derly’s organization and the brutal methods 
of the so-called leaders of labor reform. The 
fight in New ‘York, which is the offshoot of 
the fight in Cleveland, shows that the work- 
ingmen have no confidence in their leaders 
or in themselves. The bitter taunt of Jay 
Gould that Mr. Powderly is undertaking too 
much when he proposes to administer all the 
labor interests of the country is proved true, 
Apparently he cannot keep a single assembly 
in check. Unless some fetorm is made in 
their methods of organization and their sys- 
tem of conducting business it is only a ques- 
tion of time how soon all these associations 
will go to pieces. As they are now con- 
ducted, the sooner they are dissolved the 


better it will de for the workingmen them-. 


selves. Right and justice appear to have 
been entirely overlooked in their present 
scheme. ,

P. J. Meary 
has alternated with Mike Barrett and Johnny 
Bell with —— Hermann, Chris’ nephew. The 
delegates were all Chris’ creatures. The Re- 
publicans of the ward were never consulted as 
to their selection. This probably accounts for 
the continually decreasing Democratic vote of 
the ward. 

Coroner Hertz since his advent to power in 
the Fourteenth Ward has put the primary poli- 
ing-place at the southeastern corner.

THE GREAT CATTLE COUNTRY. 


Mr. John N. Simpson Discourses on the 
Situation There—The Present Drouth and 
the Prospect for the Coming Winter. 

Mr. John N. Simpson, President of the Live- 
Stock Association of Texas, is at the Palmer. 
Having just traveled over the cattle country 
from the coast to Wyoming, he was asked iast 
night about the condition of things in that geo- 
tion. 

“ There has been an unprecedented drouth,” 
he replied, all the way from the Gulf to Brit- 


ish America, west of the Migsiesippi, and the 
effect in some tions, especially in the South- 
west, is that re will be no fat cattle from 
that region at all this year. I mean trom Tex- 
as, New Mexico, and parts of Arizona. Farther 
north the cattle are getting fat, and are bemg 
marketed from Montana now. My observation in 
Wyoming was that there was good fair range, 
and that the cattle were retting fat—looxing 
well. There is plenty of grass now, but the 
drouth affected all the country more or iess. 
The section north of the Arkansas suffered 
less than any Other, having bad some rain. 
There has been no rain in Montana yet, and it 
is too late to have any to make grass for win- 
ter; in fact, it would be better if there was no 
rain this fail, for if it comes it will make green 
grass, which will be killed by the frost. 
cattie are getting along fairly weil during the 
summer season. The quality of the grass dur- 
ing a dry season is always better than in a wet 
one, and cattie get fatter. The damage is in 


want of winter range. No grass having grown, 


during the summer, it will be short in the win- 
ter, and the probability is there will be losses 
in Montana next winter. Toa certain extent 
the same condition prevails in Dakota and 
Northern ‘Wyoming. In Texas there have 
been ample rains within the last twenty days 
in all parte of the State. There the fail is 
late, and there is plenty of time for the winter 
grass to grow. While fat cattie may come 
from Wyoming and Montana now, there may 
be heavy losses there next Winter on account 
of lack of grass. 

“A revoluuon is going on in the beef busi- 
ness. There will be a change from sbipment 
of live stock to a shipment of dressed beef, 
and in my opinion it will come from Missouri 
River points—Kansas City and Council Bluffs 
—and also St. Paul. Eventually meat will be 
dressed there and shipped Bast, and the Stock- 
Yards business of Chicago will be affected 
very materially. But 1 do not know that it 
will burt large sl ing-bouses here. 
They are supplied by a large district of corn- 
fed cattle. Armour, Swift, Morris, and Ham- 
mond draw weir supolies from it and are not 
dependent on the West—in truth, they are al- 
most independent of the range district.”

THE SCHOONER JAMES D. SAWYER 
ASHORE IN THE STRAITS. 


She Is Wheat-Laden from Chicago to Baf- 
falo and Is Reported Leaking—Two Tugs 
Trying to Release Her—Capt. Cochrane 
Seriously Ill—Grain Freights Fairly Act- 
ive—The Steamer Leland Disabled in 
Midlake—Ore Tonnage Scarce—Around 
the Lakes. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., Aug. 10.—[Special./— 

The schr James D., Sawyer, bound from Chr 


cago to Buffalo with 41,000 bushels of wheat, 


ran @hore in the straits yesterday. The exact 
locality is not known, as at the time she went 
on the shoal the crew had lost their bearings. 
The Captain and four of bis men launched the 
yawl, and after groping about in the dense 
smoke for twenty hours finally reached this 
port. The tug Leviathan, witha lichter and 
fifty extra men, bas gone to her rescue, but 
will probably experience much difficulty in 
finding the wreck, as the air is black with 
smoke from forest fires. When the Captain 
left the vessel she was out two feet torward, 
but was not leaking. The Sawyer is owned by 
S. L. Watson of Buffalo. She measures 605 
tons, rates A2, and is valued at $17,000. 

MACKINAW CITY. Mich., Aug. 10.—The sehr 
James D. Sawyer ran on the beach near Point 
Labarbe last night. She is leaking some. The 
tugs Leviathan and Saugatuck are working on 
her and may get ber afloat tonight.

The many friends of Capt. Dave Cochrane will 
regret to learn that be is again prostrated with 
disease. For several years the Ca tain has had 
a great deal of trouble with his digestive or- 
gans, and recently his affliction has developed 
into yellow jaundice. Two months ago be was 
compelled to relinquish command of bis steam- 
er, and for nearly two weeks he was confined 
bed. As soon as he was able to leave 
bis room he insisted on resuming bis duties, 
although strongly advised by his physician and 
friends to remain ashore. After running the 
boat a few days he was again prostrated, and 
for the last six weeks he has been practicaliy 
unfitted for duty.

Either, then, the 
secretary and the servants must all have per- 
jured themselves, or what amounted to almost a 
miracle must have occurred, not once, but sev- 
eral times. It was further alleged by Mrs. Craw- 
ford that she had twice gone to the house at 9 
p. m. and remained there until the next morning. 
All the servants denied that they hed seen her 
either come or goon these occasions, and the 
only confirmatory evidence that she could adduce 
was that she had been outof her own house on 
these two occasions—a confirmation which car- 
ried nothing with it; for it does not follow that 
because a woman is not at a certain hour in 
Westminster Abbey she must necessarily be in 
St. Paul's Cathedral. 

As to her own house it was testified by Mrs. 
Crawford’s servants that they had admitted 

r Charles three or four times into the din- 

-room, which was visible from the street, 
and into which the servants were allowed to 
enter at any time without knocking. As to the 
bouse on Warren street, where Mrs. Crawford 
swore she had met Sir Charles twice, it was 
shown that no one ever saw her go there. 
The woman who kept the house, and had been 
one of his depen ents, swore that Mrs. Craw- 
ford had never been there. The family living 
on the ground floor had never seed ner. The 
servants denied all knowledge of her pres- 
ence. The policeman constantly on duty in 
that locality never saw her enter. There 
was a failure of corroborating evi- 
dence all round. Mrs. Crawford had 
told her husband that Mrs. Rogerson 
would admit she knew all about the matter; 
that Sir Charies’ servants would say they had 
seen herathis house, and that the Warren 
street woman would admit she had met Sir 
Charles at her house; but every one of these 
witnesses swore the exact contrary. Mr. 
Labouchére’s comment is very pertinent: It 
is very well saying that they all perjured them- 
selves. One of them, one can imagine, might 
have done so from a misplaced feeling of loy- 
alty to Sir Charlies; but that tbey all shouid 
have done so is hardly conceivable."’ The 
alibi also occupies a prominent place in these 
discussions. Mrs. Crawford's first statement 
as to the meeting in Warren street was that it 
ooourred the very first day he bad met her 
after her marriage. To this Sir Cbharies es- 
tablishes an alibi, whereupon sbe shifted the 
date two days forward and changed tne time 
from the afternoon tothe morning, and yet 
Lady Dilke swore that he was with her at the 
house of Mr. Earie at the very hour when Mrs. 
Crawford swore be was with her in the Warren 
street houge. The Gazelle, commenting on 
this discrepancy of statements, says: 

The second visit to Warren street was fixed 
May 6 This was a day on which, if Sir Charles 
Dilke had been represented by his own counsel, 
he could have established a complete alibi. He 
was not represented, and the counsel of the 

ueen’s Proctor refused to call Mr. and Mrs. 
Earle to confirm Lady Dilke’s sworn testimony 
that Sir Charles was lunching at Bryanston 
square at the time when Mrs. Crawford declared 
that he was committing adultery in Warren 
street. This vital question of alibi ought not to 
have been left on the — testimony ofa 
lady so deeply interes as Sir Charles’ wife. 
Mr. Earle was in court ready to give evidence. 
Sir Charles begged Sir Walter Phillimore to pro- 
duce him. Sir Walter was obdurate. It was un- 
necessary, he said. Lady Dilke was not cross- 
examined; the truth of her evidence was unim- 

ached. The severe rebuke administered by the 
Fu dire has probably convinced the learned coun- 
sel by this time that he made a mistake. Unfort- 
unately he has discovered it too late. 

Mr. Labouchére makes a similar comment: 

Why was Mrs. Crawford to be believed—al- 
though, according to her own admission, & con- 
siderable portion of her confession to her hus- 
band had been untrue—rather than Lady Dilke?. 
Lady Dilke said that Sir Charles was with her at 
the house of Mr. Earle, That gentleman was in 
court, he was ready to give evidence, and Sir 
Charles vainly begged Sir Walter Phillimore . to 
call him. Why was he not called? 

Suppose that the Earles had been called and 
by their testimony convicted Mrs. Crawford of 
a double falsehood in this Warren street mat- 
ter, what-would bave become of the rest of 
her extraordinary testimony? What jury 
would have believed herevenon oath? Onder 
any circumstances there is aa sir of increai- 
bility in her whole statement. The 


further says: 

The story told by Mrs. Crawford is antecedent- 
ly so incredible that except on her own authority 
no one would have 2 it as evidence 
against herself. She says that when Sir Charles 
Dilke first met her after her marriage he kissed 
her, and she resented it as too great a liberty. 
But the next time he met her, without any fur- 
ther com munication having taken place between 
them. he seems to have said, “Come, let us go 
and commit adultery ther, and she at once 
consented, and went without demur toa brothel 
in an unknown street. At first she said the 
adultery took place that afternoon, but after Sir 
Charles in his proof had established an alibi she 
shifted the date of the meeting two days forward 
and changed the time from the afternoon came 
morning.

A JOURNEY FROM GERMANY THROUGH 
SWITZERLAND TO ITALY. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas and Party Pursue 
Their Travels—Baden Baden and Ems— 
Comfort vs. Fashion—A Kelic of the 


Dark Ages—Sunrise in the Alps—A Study 
in Geology—The Railroad Over the Alps 


and Its Sixty-eight Tunnels—In Sunny 


Italy.. : 
MiLAx, July 27.— ] Special Correspondence. | 
—After a good night's rest at Heidelberg our 
party were all up and ready for the 10 4. m. 
train, July 19, and a pleasant ride of three 
hours brought us to Baden Baden, one of the 
many summer-resorts of the Germans, situated 
in the very heart of the great Black Forest. 
On our way up the Rhine we bad some four- 
teen miles of carriage, from Coblentz to Ems, 
the springs most frequented by King William, 
and where Napoleon received the insult that 
led to the Franco-Prussiqn war. A visit to 
these two celebrated springs gave us some idea 
cf the fashionable life or rather public life of 
the Germans. Like everything else over bere, 
it is less pretentious and has far less of fine 
dressing and display than is.seen at similar 
places in our own country. Indeed, one may 
see more diamonds in one evening at the Na- 
tional Hotel at Saratoga than he will see in 
both these places ina whole season—that is, 
judging from what we could observe. Com- 
fort, rest, and a good time are more prized 
bere than the rivairy and the folly of fashion. 
At Baden Baden we saw again hundreds gath- 
ered in the park or garden at night, sitting 
around the little tables, drinking wine and beer 
and smoking and listeumg to the finest music. 
And I was told that not a fewof those who 
have but small pieces of lana have 100,000 


marks ($25,000) at interest. 
At Baden we visited the New Castle. oc- 
cupied by one of the royal family as a summer 
residence: and one can hardly imagine any- 
thus more elegant and luxurious than the 
large pariors, the long balls, and winding stair- 
Ways, and the elegant furniture and paintings. 
But the new castle is built upon the ruins of 
an old one, and only a few years ago there was 
discovered beneath all this more modern 
splendor a dark, underground prison. Here 
may be seen the rooms in which the accused 
were confined, and the hooks are yet in the 
where they were bung up for torture. 
owing our guide, each carrying a lantern, 
we were led along a narrow baliway to a

We hoved to 
reach the higbts in time to see the sun go 
@own, and should have done so bad we made 
the regular time, but first at the base of the 
mountain Our baggage, or luggage, had to be 
weiaghed. This took full baif an hour. They 
paid no attention to the weight of the passen- 
gers, sonie weighing over 200 pounds, but 
weighed carefully every little bag and bundle. 
Then we had to wait nearly another half- hour 
to have our tickets examined, and finally 
the top of the mountain too 
the finest sunset of the 
But it is utterly useless 
to burry anybody or anything over here, and 
so we accepted the inevitable—went to table 
de bote at 9p. m., and to rest at midnight, 
and at 3:20 a. m. were awakened by the call of 
the Swiss born, and, dressing in baste, burried 
out tothe top of the mountain to see the ris- 
ime of the sun. The morning was clear, and so 
warm that few felt the need of wraps, and, 
with hundreds of others. we watched for and 
soon saw the streaks of light over the dis- 
tant and snow-ciad Alps, and then the twiliaht. 
and soon the sun rose like a great ball of fire, 
shedding its rays first upon glittering peaks of 
ice and then upou the lakes and valleys. 
Just at daybreak I noticed a number of 
women wheeling boxes up the steep paths 
leading to the points of observation where the 
people bad gathered. and soon they had their 
stands erected and every form of curious toy- 
work exposed for sale. But when the women 
bad done the heavy work of wheeling and ar- 
ranging the tables, the men came and took 
charge ot the seliing. But so it is everywhere, 
we have seen at least two women to one man 
work, raking and bindmg inthe fieids, 
ching bay or grain, and often carrying great 
baskets or boxes on their heads. But this 1 
Must say, that we did not see one begyar in all 
Germany. nor one in Switzerland. 
When the sun was fully up we retired again 
tio our rooms and sept till after 9, and then 
ter breakfast studied with more care the 
wonderful scene about us. To the south and 
west there was in view—apparentiy not far 
away—a range of Alpine mountains, mostly 
covered with snow, extending 120 miles, while 

to the north and east were Lakes Zug and 
Lucerne and the long rane of valleys and up- 
lands dotted with villages and homes. I have 
twice stood upon Mount Washington, some 300 
feet higher than the Riga, but the vew is 
hardly comparable with that from this mount 
in Switzerland. 


After gazing lone upon this enchanting 
ecene of beauty and grandeur we turned re- 
Iuctuntiy away, and at 2 p. m. took train for 
Lucerne. Here we saw muct of interest, but 
what most engaged us wasastudy of the 
Lion of Lucerne,” carved in the solid rock of 
tue mountain in memory of the Swiss Guards 
fn Paris Aug. 10, 1792.

The Management of Church Property.

ops heid at Baltimore, among the changes 
made iu the discipline and practice of the 
church in this country, one of the most impor 
tant was that in regaad to the property of the 


church. > 

It was decreed that hereafter the priest of a 
parish shall not have the exclusive and sole 
control of the property belonging to the par- 
ish, but that a board or committee of laymen 
shall be associated with him in its manage- 
ment. 

The adoption of this decree and its ratifica- 
tion by the authorities at Rome gave rise to 
universal satisfaction among Catholics, as che 
way in which the temporal affairs of the 
churcbes are administered has been a source 
of dissatisfaction, inasmuch as all the ehurcd 
property has been acquired either directly or 
indirectly by voluntury contribution; yet in 
few cases have any accounts been kept or ren- 
dered to those subscribing. This bas been 
both humiliating and annoying to the generous 
and pious founders of the splendid churches 
and religious edificesin this diocese. They 
teel humiliated that they should be used only 
to contribute money, but their advice is nei- 
ther asked nor taken upon those matters that 
they show by their zeal and liberality they 
hold so dearly to heart; nor even is the barren 
satisfaction given them to tell them how muen 
their contributions have aggregated. 

It is annoying, also, to see so much money 


tributed for the purposes of religion squan- 
dered or improvidentiy spent by men who, 
however honest in purpose, bave not bad the 
practical experience in business matters tnat 
is so necessary to fit ua man to expend sums of 
money judiciously. The Catbolic laity. know 
that if the building of churches and other w- 
stitutions were committed to them instead of 
their spiritual directors the money would go 
much farther and show better results. 
It reflects nothing upon the priests to say 
this, for it is not to be wondered at that men 
educated from boybood for the ecclesiastical 
profession should not be the most pru- 
dent managers of property. involving 
the bandim and disbursing of large 
sums of money and the construction of 
churches and other expensive edifices. Be- 
sides, it is against all business principles that 
auy man or men, however learned or holy, 
should have the control uf such great sums of 
money without giving any account to any per- 
son. 
The Catholic community hailed with joy the 
posed changes as promotive of order and 
regularity in church affairs, and freeing the 
priests from the temptations which beset all 
men intrusted with money, and they are anx- 
iously awaiting the time—too long deferrea— 
when these changes will be put in operation in 
this diocese, as it has been in other dioceses in 
the West.

The “Dancing Derby”—Spirit Manifesta- 
tions Through an Inanimate Body by the 
Aid of a Medlum's Touch—A Perambu- 
lating Hat Which Is Also Addicted to 
Jigs—Some of the Spirits It Calied Up at 
a Private Seances 


From Yesterday's First Edition. 

A new wrinkle in Spiritualism was iutro- 
duced at the meeting of a private circle of 
South Side Spiritualists the other night. This 
particular circle holds meetings regularly once 
a week during the winter and at irregular in- 
tervals during the summer. At these meet- 
ings, which are mostly beld in a certain pri- 
vate residence on Calumet avenue, the circle 
practices the materializing of spirit forms; 
and ‘when the conditions are unfavorable "’ 
for materialization, as they frequently are, 
the members amuse themselves with mesmer- 
ism, mind-reading, table-rapping, plancbet- 
writing, palmistry, music séances in the dark. 
or one or other of the many freaks incidental 
to Spiritualistic faith. 

There bad been no meeting held for over five 
weeks until Thursday evening last, the leader 
of the circle being away in the White Mount- 
ains. She had invented the new machine 
while she was away. 2 

I bave named it the ‘ Dancing Derby.“ she 
began as soon as the door was locked and the 
windows padded; it is quite simple and easy 
to work, and is no end of fun. Any one with a 
littie mediumistic power can manage it, and 
it hardly ever falls. It is based on the com- 
mon principle of spirit manifestations, through 
an inanimate body, by the aid of a medium’s 
touch, and is much superior to the plauchet or 
the table as a means of communication. Now 
I want a bat—one without Jining preferred.“ 

Then Mrs. Brown—that isn’t her name, but 
it will do—produded a wooden alfabet similar 
to those used in infant kindergarten classes, 
each wooden letter being about two inches 
square. Then she produced four little sticks, 
each about four inches long and about as 
thick as a common lead- pencil. and then four 
long, thin nails like corker-pins, with little 
brass heads. The hat being procured, she 
fastened the little sticks to the brim. two in 
front and two behind, the long pins stuck 
through the brim of the hat and running baif- 
way through the sticks being sufficient to keep 
the latter firmly in place. The hat, when fin- 
ished, rested squarely on four legs, just like a 
four-legged stool. A rose was stuck under the 


bat-bana in front to indicate the front from 
the rear. Then the twenty-six wooden letters 
were arranged in a circle on the table, and the 
“Dancing Derby” set on its feet in their 
midst. 

Four of the nine people in the circle were 
gifted with that inexplicable power of touch 
known as mediumistic, but none oi them ever 
used the power for money-making purposes or 
in a professional capacity. The general opin- 
ion of the circle is not favorable to profes- 
sional mediums, and might be summed up by 
saying that the work of the latter is about 
hree parts spiritualism to ninety-seven parts 
fraud. | 

Mrs. Brown, who was one of the four re- 
ferred to, began by placing the tips of ber 
fingers on the crown of tne hat, the other 
three mediums doing the same. In less than 
a minute the bat began to squirm and stagger, 
and in another minute it arose on its two fore- 
lees like a kicking steer, and raced in a drunk- 
en galiop clear around the tabie. 

Are you ready for some conversation?“ 
said Mrs. Brown, addressing the hat. Mr.

TOO GOOD TO LAST. 


The News Agent’s Scheme to Fool the Hi- 
larious Michigan Men. 

New York Mad and Ezpress: Mr. David 
Smith, red-headed, clean shaven, known to bis 
intimates as Homely Dave, and at present 
officiating as news agent on a New York Cen- 
tral train, was lounging gracefully around a 
fourth avenue barroom yesterday telling 
reminiscences to a small company of kindred 
spirits and idle listeners. 

„A man doesn’t always know bis luck.“ said 
Mr. Smith, philosophically. *'I remember the 
first. time I took a run up in Northern Michi- 
gan I thought I had struck the hardest streak 
of luck lever had in my life, but it wasn’t— 
nota bit of it.

As soon as a crowd of either class 
get on a train they proceed to get drunk, and 
every budy on board has to drink with them, 
whether or no. And the whisky they have up 
there! Well, there is no beverage like it under 
the sun. I think the mere smell of it would kill 
an ordinary mule. It is like drinking live coais. 
The first trip I made up there a crowd of jum- 
bermen took possession of the train and went 
through making every body drink. I didn’t want 
any of the stuff so! tried to refuse, but a triendiy 
brakeman warned me that if I didn'tdrink the 
lumbermen would likely as not throw me out 
of a window or shoot me. 80 1 made a tre- 
mendous effort and guiped down some of the 
villanous decoction. It made me sick. The 
next trip it was exactly the same experience. 
Also the next. As I couldn't drink with them 
the luindDermen looked upon me with con- 
tempt and refused to buy even a peanut from 
me. This thing went on for five or six days, 
and I had searcely sold a dollar's worth, when 
the conductor took me aside one day and gave 
me some good advice. He said: 

Nov, look here, young feller, if you ex- 
pect to earn your salt up here you've got to 
do better than this.

DON’T DRINK TOO MUCH. 


Pure Water the Best of Drinks — Hot 
Weather Hygiene. : 

London Lancet: So far as the mere sensa- 
tion of thirst is concerned, there can be no 
question that itis a mistake to drink too much 
or too frequently in hot weather; the fluid 
taken in is very rapidiy thrown out again 
through the skin in the form of perspiration, 
and the outflow being promoted by this deter- 
mination toward the surface, anew and in- 
creasing demand for fluid follows rapidly on 


the successive acts of drinking and perspiri A 
with the result that thirst is nie * 5 
by giving way to it. But if we retuse to drink 
when we are thirsty simply because we shall 
thirst again, we are imposing a restraint on 
the activities by which nature is endeavoring 
to preserve the health. We are doing precisely 
what the irratonal bomeopatus do, or did, 
when refusing fluid to cholera patients, or lum- 
ited the drink of those who suffer from fever. 
Of course, like produces like in the matter of 
thirst from any cause, but the like produced is 
natural; and it is, or rather was, strange to 
note that in one of the eariiest notorious cases 
of malpractice by persons calling themselves 
bomeopaths in England the dogma, * Similia 
similibus curantur.“ should be flung to the 
winds, and drink refused to a patient dying of 
liquid diarrhea, because, forsooth, the tak- 
ing of fluids increased the diarrhea and made 
him more thirsty! We venture to hope that 
those who are zealously urging the policy of 
retusing to quenen their thirst in this hot 
weather because drinking makes people more 
thirsty” will reconsider their policy from tne 
physiological standpoint, and that they will 
recognize that to thirst and drink and per- 
spire and drink again are the natural steps in 
a process by which nature strives to maintain 
the integrity of those organic changes which 
the external heat has a tendency to im pede. 
The natural and true policy is to supply an 
adequate quantity of fluid without excess. 
Therefore do not abstain from drink, but drink 
slowly, 80 as to allow time for the voice of nut- 
ure to cry “enough.” There is no drink so 
good as pure water. For the sake of Ha vor. 
and because the vegetable acids are useful, u 
das h of lemon juice may be added with advan- 
tage. The skin should be kept fairly cool, so 
that a sufficient quantity of the fluid taken 
may pass off through the kidneys.

MONTANA LIVE STOCK. 


THE TERRITORY’S MERITS AS A CAT- 
TLE-PRODUCING REGION. 


R. B. Harrison, a Son of the Indiana Sen- 
ator, Tells of the Profits and Prospects 
of the Business—He Thinks the Latter 
Will Become Still More Remunerative, 
Because the Population Is Increasing 
Faster than the Cattle. 

New York, Aug. 9.—|Special.J—R. B. Har- 
rison, the son of Senator Harrison of Indiana, 
who is engaged in promoting cattle-raising in 
Montana, where he is Secretary of the Stock- 
Growers’ Association and the executive officer 
of several cattle companies, went out to Mon- 
tana several years ago to growup with the 
Territory, and has become largely identified 
with all the stock interests there. He has just 
organized a new company known as the North 
Montana Cattle Company, in whicb 
a number of capitalists of this 
city dave become associated, 
bere for the purpose of putting its affairs in 
proper shape. About the prospects in the 
cattle business he said today: When proper 
ly and honestly managed no business is safer. 
more profitable, or surer in results than cat- 
tle-raising on the open ranches in Montana. It 
is a curious fact with reference to the invest- 
ments of capital that while Western bankers 
and large English, Scotch, and Dutcb syndicates 
have invested millions in Western graz 
ing lands and cattle, from which they 
have derived large and certain profits, 
Eastern capitalists have to a great ex- 
tent neglected this portion of our 
National development. Recently, however, 
they have taken new interest in the matter, 
having ascertained that thaioughout the pres- 
ent depression in commercial and manufact- 
uring pursuits in the country the business of 
cattle-raising has remained stable and profit- 
able. Shrewd foreign investors have become 
rich through their enterprise in securing pos- 
session of large tracts of land and their pur- 
chases of cattle. The natural increase of the 
herds alone has made them safe from loss, 
and their investments have netted them from 
2to 5 per cent per annum, according to 
the prudence with which the business was 
managed. This is a pretty fair remuneration 
atatime when most business ventures are 
barely slippma along or absolutely losing 
money. Concernme Montaha as a cattle 
growing region, Mr. Harrisor said: “Only a 
small portion of the entire area can ever be 
devoted to agriculture, and even on this small 
portion no crops can be secured without care- 
ful irrigation; yet its great ranches are covered 
with rich and succulent grasses, on which vast 
herds of puffalo from time immemorial have 
ranged and feasted. The Surveyor-General, in 
his official report, estimates that only 
6 per cent of the acreage can be 
classed as agricultural land. These two 
facts establish the certainty that Montana 
must ain always a Kraam country. The 
general features of the country itself are ta- 
vorable to this view. The water supply of the 
Territory is constant all the year round. The 
Missouri River rises within its boundary and 
flows for 400 miles through the Territory. The 
Yellowstone is a large and important river, 
the Jefferson, Gallatin, and Madison are rivers 
of considerable size, and their tributaries wa- 
ter a large extent of the country. We 
have also the Teton, Marias, Sun, 
Milk, Dearborn, Tongue, Powder, and 
other rivers, all of which are fed by 
thousands of streams, making a wonderful 
water supply. It comes from the melting 
snows on the summits of the main ranges of 
the Rocky and Belt Mountains and other sum- 
mits which rise to a hight of from 4,000 to 
10,000 feet above the level of the sea. Even 
in the hottest months of the year the smallest 
streams never run dry, and cattle have only a 
short distance to go for pure water, and clear 
and fresh.“ 

Mr. Harrison was asked if the cattle of Mon- 
tana were subject at all to the contagious dis- 
eases which devastated the droves in Texas 
and Kansas, and be replied: ‘Since the or- 
ganization of the Territory there has never 
been a single case of fever or other contagious 
disease among the cattle. We have a com- 
petent veterinary surgeon appointed by law 
to examine all live stock in the Territory. He 
is uutborized to quarantine or destroy any 
stock found infected with any contagious dis- 
ease. The Governor is authorized to prohibit 
the importation of live stock from infected 
dictricts, and no cattle can come in the 
Territory ualess accompanied by a health 
certificate from an authorized veterinary sur- 
geon. A prociamation against infected cattle 


is now in force against the importation of cat- 


tle from New York, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, Virginia, and Texas, 
and no cattle are to come into the Territory 
from these States without examination. 

The system of feeding corn to the cattle to 
prepare them for the market which has re- 
cently come into vogue in some of the cattle- 
grazing regions is not much thought of in 
Montana. Mr. Harrison said: ‘‘Our grass- 
fed cattle bring the same prices in Chicago as 
the coru-fed cattie raised in tue 
States or those that bave deen stall-fed 
after being taken from the ranges betore be- 
ing put on the market. The averace price 
brought last year for the product for one of 
the companies with which I am connected was 
$51.25 per head in Chicago. This includes all 
the steers and ccws and old bulls and was net 
after all expenses for freight and handling 
from the ranch to Chicago were deducted. For 
one lot of 505 3 and 4 year old steers, 
we got an average of $67.62 per 
bead. They averaged 1,339 pounds each, 
and brought the highest price of 
that season. Chicago, of course, is not the 
only beef market. There is a good home mar- 
ket in the Territory. The Government is a 
large purchaser. The system of refrigerator- 
cars has been broughtto such perfection that 
the markets of tne world are thrown open to 
tne Western markets, and New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Boston, St. Louis, 
St. Paul, San Francisco, ana New Orleans all 
demand and secure our products. The popu- 
lation of the country is increasing faster than 
the cattle, while the territory over which cattle 
can be raised is constantly restricted. We are 
a great beef-eating country, and for this reason 
I believe that the cattle business is to be still 
more profitable in the future than it has been 
in the past. Naturally [ am prejudiced in 
favor of Montana as a cattle-raising country, 
but I think it is sound reasoning that the agri- 
cuitural land now used for ranches in the 
States of Texas, lowa, Nebraska, and Colora- 
do will eventually be filled with small settiers 
and the large ranches be thereby cut off, leav- 
ing to Territories like Montana, where the 
agricultural lands are scant, the bulk of our 
catile-raising.”
